REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ENGINEERS 


Engineer's  Oeeicb,  ? 

Hyde  Park,  Januavy  16th,  1871.  S 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Hyde  Park,  —  Gen- 
tlemen :  This  being  the  close  of  the  financial  year  of  our  town, 
we  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  our  first  report :  — 

,  At  the  annual  election  of  town  officers  in  March  last  we  were 
re-elected  to  the  office  of  Fire  Wards,  there  being  no  organized 
Fire  Department  in  the  town.  At  the  April  meeting  an  appi-o- 
priation  of  three  thousand  dollars  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  some  kind  of  apparatus  to  be  used  in  case  of  fire. 
The  Fire  "Wards  with  the  Selectmen  were  appointed  a  Commit- 
tee to  take  charge  of  this  matter ;  it  was  several  weeks  after 
our  appointment  before  we  were  called  together  as  a  committee. 
We  do  not  propose  here  to  give  a  report  of  this  joint  commit- 
tee, but  to  give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  operations  of  the 
Department,  including  its  organization,  list  of  fires  and  alarms 
during  the  year,  the  loss  and  insurance  on  the  same,  with  the 
causes  of  fire  as  far  as  determined,  list  of  the  members  of  the 
different  companies,  the  property  belonging  to  this  Department, 
the  location  of  reservoirs  and  other  places  where  water  can  be 
obtained  in  case  of  fire,  an  estimate  for  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  Department  for  the  next  year. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Very  soon  after  our  election  as  Fire  Wards  it  became  appar- 
ent, as  the  town  was  about  obtaining  engines  and  other  fire  ap- 
paratus, that  the  Department  should  be  fully  organized,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  General  Statutes.  No  steps,  however,  were  ta- 
ken in  this  direction  till  after  the  great  fire  at  Thompson's  lum- 
ber yard  in  September.  After  tliis  fire  a  petition  was  present- 
ed to  your  honorable  body,  asking  you  to  appoint  suitable  per- 
sons as  "engineers.  Upon  this  petition  you  appointed  the  Fire 
Wards  a  Board  of  Engineers.  After  receiving  notice  of  our 
appointment,  we,  on  the  13th  of  September,  organized  b^^  the 


election  of  G.  B.  Parrott  as  Chief,  F.  A.  Eastoii  and  E.  P.  Da- 
vis, Assistants,  and  F.  A.  Easton,  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Immediately  after  organizing  we  gave  notice  that  we  were 
ready  to  receive  names  for  membership  in  the  different  compa- 
nies to  be  formed  to  take  charge  of  the  new  apparatus.  These 
companies  have  been  folly  organized,  and  are  in  readiness  to 
take  charge  of  the  apparatus  as  soon  as  the  engine-house  can  be 
finished,  giving  us  a  place  for  depositing  the  same.  The  law 
requried  of  us  to  prepare  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  Department.  We  have  given  to  this  subject 
much  thought  and  time,  and  submitted  the  same  for  acceptance 
at  the  town  meeting  held  on  November  8th,  at  which  meeting 
the}^  were  unanimously  adopted.  It  was  hardly  to  be  supposed 
that  in  preparing  so  long  a  list  of  regulations  that  they  would 
be  perfect  in  every  respect.  We  find  the  rule  whereby  none  but 
voters  were  allowed  to  become  members  of  the  Department  is 
preventing  a  number  of  very  desirable  men  from  joining  the  De- 
partment. We  shall,  therefore,  have  to  ask  the  town  to  so  far 
amend  this  rule  as  to  have  it  read  "tax-payers"  in  place  of 
voters. 

The  Department  as  fully  organized  at  this  time  consists  of 
one  Steam  Fire  Engine  Company,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany, one  Hose  Company,  and  one  Steward. 

ENGINES. 

The  town  being  entirely  destitute  of  engines  at  the  time  of 
the  fire  at  the  Woolen  Mill,  the  Committee  having  this  matter 
in  charge,  upon  application  to  the  Messrs.  Cole  Brothers,  the 
contractors  for  the  building  of  one  of  our  steamers,  were  gra- 
tuitouslj^  furnished  with  the  use  of  their  relief  steamer  "Shoo 
Fly, ;"  and  we  are  under  great  obligations  to  these  gentleman  for 
so  promptly  answering  our  call  at  a  time  when  fires  were  so  nu- 
merous with  us.  This  engine  did  good  service  at  the  fire  of  Mr. 
Hammond's  house,  on  the  24th  of  December,  and  proved  con- 
clusively the  value  of  a  steam  department  for  a  town  like  ours, 
where  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  obtained  men 
enough  to  manage  a  hand  engine. 

The  first  steamer  for  the  Department  was  delivered  to  the 
town  on  December  28th.  The  following  is  the  result  of  the 
trial  had  on  the  31st : — 

Trial  JDecember  31,  1870. — Fire  started  1.10  p.m.  ;  4  minutes  after 
lighting  fire  the  steam-guage  had  not  moved ;  at  6  m.  had  5  pounds, 


of  steam;  8  m.,  20  lbs.,  and  engine  started  12  m,,  with  30  pounds  of 
steam ;  14  m.,  40  pounds  of  steam  and  60  pounds  of  water  pressure ; 
15  m.,  45  pounds  of  steam,  70  water;  16  m.,  60  pounds  of  steam,  80 of 
water;  16  1-2,  80  pounds  of  steam,  100  of  water,  and  commenced 
throwing  water;  17  m.,  90  pounds  of  steam,  120  of  water;  20  m.,  88 
pounds  of  steam,  110  of  water;  20  1-2  m.,  96  pounds  of  steam,  120  of 
water;  21  m.,  90  pounds  of  steam,  125  of  water;  21  1-2  m.,  100  pounds 
of  steam,  130  of  water;  22  m.,  80  pounds  of  steam,  90  of  water.  End 
of  first  trial.  Played  through  200  feet  2  1-2  inch  hose,  one  inch  nozzle, 
with  the  wiud;  distance  190  feet,  horizontal. 

Second  Trial. — Having  stopped  three  minutes,  started  with  90  pounds 
of  steam ;  1  m.,  90  pounds  of  steam,  135  of  water;  3  m.,  90  pounds  of 
steam,  170  of  water;  5  m.,  100  pounds  of  steam,  190  of  water;  7  m., 
85  pounds  of  steam,  100  pounds  of  water;  13  m.,  5  pounds  of  steam, 
110  of  water;  15  m.,  100  pounds  of  steam,  90  of  water;  20m.,  80 
pounds  of  steam,  90  of  water.  The  second  trial  lasted  20  minutes ; 
played  through  two  lines  of  hose,  each  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  2 
3-4  inch  streams,  one  with  the  wind  and  one  against  the  wind ;  dis- 
tance with  the  wind,  138  feet;  horizontal  against  the  wind,  119  feet. 

Third  Trial. — Started  on  88  pounds  of  steam ;  1  minute,  80  pounds  of 
steam,  60  of  water;  2  m.,  75  pounds  of  steam,  80  of  water;  3  m.,  75 
pounds  of  steam,  90  of  water;  5  m.,  75  pounds  of  steam,  120  of  water; 
6  minuteb,  75  pounds  of  steam,  100  of  water;  7  minutes,  80  pounds  of 
steam,  100  of  water;  9  minutes,  75  pounds  of  steam,  120  of  water; 
10  minutes,  steam  dropped  to  65  pounds  with  90  pounds  of  water 
pressure ;  at  this  point  relief  cock  was  closed,  and  at  16  minutes  had  105 
pounds  of  steam;  17m.,  95  pounds  of  steam,  100  pounds  of  water 
pressure;  18  m.,  100  pounds  of  steam,  120  of  water;  19  m.,  95  pounds 
of  steam,  150  of  water ;  20  m.,  80  pounds  of  steam,  150  water. 

This  trial  was  through  a  line  of  900  feet  of  hose ;  up  an  incline  of 
sixty  feet,  through  a  one  inch  pipe ;  stream  102  feet,  horizontal. 

Fourth  Trial. — Started  on  98  pounds  steam,  110  pounds  water  pres- 
sure; 2  m.,  100  pounds  steam,  120  of  water;  3  m.,  110  pounds  of 
steam,  140  of  water;  4  m.,  115  pounds  steam,  140  of  water;  5  m.,  100 
pounds  steam,  160  of  water;  6  m.,  80  pounds  steam,  120  of  water. 

This  trial  was  through  a  line  of  1000  feet  of  hose,  with  an  inch  pipe ; 
vertical  stream  on  tower  of  church,  and  was  estimated  to  be  116  feet. 

Fifth  and  Last  Trial. — Started  on  110  pounds  steam ;  1  m.,  110  pounds 
steam,  188  of  water;  2  m.,  90  pounds  steam,  175  of  water;  2  1-2  m.,  85 
pounds  steam,  180  of  water;  3  m.,  85  pounds  steam,  180  of  water;  5 
m.,  80  pounds  steam,  160  water  pressure. 

This  trial  was  through  a  single  line  of  one  hundred  feet  of  hose ;  3-4 
inch  nozzle ;  horizontal  stream  with  the  wind,  185  feet. 

All  these  trials  were  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineers  and  Com- 
mittee of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  machine  worked  by  the  build- 
ers. The  steam  and  water  pressure  was  taken  by  Mr.  Twitchell,  of 
the  Committee,  the  direction  of  the  streams  by  the  Chief  Engineer, 
and  the  measurements  of  distances  by  the  Board  of  Engineers.

in  diameter.  The  weight  of  this  engine,  without  water,  fuel» 
or  hose  carriage,  is  4360  pounds.

This  carriage  was  built  by  N.  B.  Wbittier  of  Hyde  Park ;  is 
constructed  to  carry  one  fifty  foot  splice-ladder,  one  forty  foot 
splice-ladder,  one  twenty,  one  twenty-five,  and  one  eighteen 
foot  roof-ladders,  one  twenty,  and  one  sixteen  foot  common 
ladders,  two  fire-hooks,  three  plaster-rakes,  three  crotch-poles, 
two  pitch-forks,  crow-bar,  wrenches,  hammers,  dogs,  hose-ropes, 
&c.,  &c.  The  weight  of  this  apparatus,  as  drawn  to  fire,  is 
only  2245  pounds,  and  it  can  be  readily  drawn  around  town, 
with  the  exception  of  Fairmount  district,  without  the  aid  of 
horses.

EULES    AND     KEGULATIONS. 


Organization. — The  Fire  Department  sTiall  consist  of  a  Chief 
Engineer,  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  Assistant  Engineers, 
and  of  as  many  Foremen,  Enginemen,  Hosemen,  and  Hook  and 
Ladder  men,  and  other  persons,  who  shall  be  divided  into  compan- 
ies, as  the  number  of  engines  and  the  number  and  quantity  of 
other  fire  apparatus  belonging  to  the  Town  shall  from  time  to  time 
require. 

Engines. — Every  Steam  Engine  Company  shall  have  an  Engine- 
man,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  Firemen  and 
Driver,  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  Clerk,  seven  Hosemen,  and 
twenty-five  other  members. 

Hose  Carriages. — Each  two-wheeled  Hose  Carriage  Company 
shall  have  a  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  Clerk,  and  seven  Hose- 
men ;  and  each  four-wheeled  Carriage  seven  additional  Hosemen. 

Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage. — Each  Hook  and  Ladder  Company 
shall  have  a  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  Clerk,  three  Axemen, 
three  Rakemen,  and  sixteen  members. 

By-Laws. — The  different  companies  comprising  the  Hyde  Park 
Fire  Department  shall  have  the  power  to  impose  fines  for  tardiness 
at  roll-call,  and  to  adopt  such  By-Laws  for  their  government  as 
they  may  see  fit,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineers. 

Membership. — 1.  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
no  person  who  is  not  a  legal  voter,  shall  be  an  ofiieer  or  member 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

2.  All  applications  for  membership  in  any  of  the  companies  shall 
be  made  at  a  regular  monthly  meeting,  balloted  for,  and,  if  elected, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Company  shall  forward  the  name  to  the  Board  of 
Engineers  for  their  approval,  and  if  approved,  shall  then  become 
a  member  of  the  Department  after  signing  agreement  to  be  depos- 
ited with  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

3.  Every  ofiieer  and  member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  sign 
the  following  agreement,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Board  of  En- 
gineers : — 

"  I, ,  having  been  elected  and  approved  a  member  of  the 

Hyde  Park  Fire  Department,  hereby  signify  my  agreement  to  abide 
by  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  relating 
thereto." 

And  any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  sign 

(11) 
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the  same  for  the  space  of  one  week,  shall  not  become  a  member  of 
the  Department. 

4.  Any  ofla.cer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department  who  shall  wil- 
fully neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  his  duty,  or  shall  be  guilty 
of  disorderly  conduct  or  disobedience  to  his  superiors  in  office, 
shall  for  such  offence  be  dismissed  from  the  Department. 

5.  Neither  the  members  nor  the  officers  of  any  of  the  companies 
shall  assemble  in  any  house  belonging  to  the  Department,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  out  the  engine  or  other  apparatus,  and 
returning  the  same  to  the  house,  and  taking  the  necessary  care 
thereof  after  its  return. 

6.  Every  person  who  shall  have  served  in  the  Hyde  Park  Fire 
Department  for  Ave  successive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
certificate,  become  an  honorary  member,  and  be  entitled  to  wear 
the  badge  of  the  Department. 

CoMPAXY  MEETiNas. — Every  company  shall  hold  regular  month- 
ly meetings.  The  Foreman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings ;  in  his 
absence  the  Assistant  Foreman,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  the 
Clerk  shall  preside. 

Election  of  Officers. — The  officers  of  each  company  shall  be 
elected  annually,  or  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs,  by  the  members 
of  the  respective  companies,  from  among  their  own  number,  and 
a  return  of  the  same  made  to  the  Board  of  Engineers ;  and  in  case 
of  rejection  by  them,  the  name  of  the  person  so  rejected  shall  be 
returned  to  the  company,  and  the  members  thereof  shall  select  an- 
other person  for  approval. 

Steward. — 1.  The  Board  of  Engineers  shall  appoint  for  each 
steam  engine  house,  one  suitable  person  as  Steward,  and  define 
his  duties,  who  shall  be  permanently  employed,  and  who  shall  at 
all  times  be  in  or  about  the  engine  house ;  and  he  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  town  may  vote  to  pay. 

2.  The  Board  of  Engineei'S,  whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may 
be  expedient,  may  permit  to  stay  or  sleep  in  the  engine  house,  one 
or  more  members  of  the  same  company  in  addition  to  the  Steward* 

Engineman. — The  Englneman  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Engineers;  he  shall  have  the  sole  care  of  his  engine 
and  all  property  thereto  belonging.  He  shall  be  held  personally 
responsible  for  the  care  and  good  order  of  the  engine,  and  shall 
work  and  manage  the  same,  and  see  that  it  is  at  all  times  in  con- 
dition for  immediate  use.  He  shall  be  accountable  for  the  proper 
performance  of  all  duties  required  of  his  assistants,  firemen  and 
driver,  and  in  case  of  any  neglect  or  delinquency  on  their  part, 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  He  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  town  may  vote  to  pay. 

Assistant  Engineman  and  Driver. — The  Englneman  shall,  with- 
in one  week  after  his  appointment,  hand  in  to  the  Board  of  En- 
gineers the  names  of  one  or  more  suitable  persons  as  assistants 
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and  firemen,  and  if  approved  by  the  Board,  shall  receive  a  certifi- 
cate of  appointment. 

Horses, — For  the  purpose  of  conveying  the  engines  and  other 
apparatus  to  and  from  fires,  the  Engineers  may  oflFer  premiums  for 
suitable  horses  that  may  be  offered,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  for 
the  first  and  two  for  the  second. 

Badges. — 1.  The  engineers,  officers,  and  members  of  the  several 
companies,  shall,  when  on  duty,  wear  such  badges  or  insignia  as 
the  Board  of  Engineers  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  to  be  fur- 
nished at  the  expense  of  the  town,  and  no  other  person  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  wear  the  same. 

2.  Any  member  who  loses  his  badge  shall  use  the  utmost  dili- 
gence to  recover  it,  and  in  case  of  failure  he  shall  pay  the  full 
value  of  it. 

3.  No  member  shall  lend  his  badge  under  any  pretext  whatever, 
under  penalty  of  dismissal  from  the  Department. 

Fires  1. — The  officers  and  members  of  the  several  companies 
shall,  whenever  a  fire  breaks  out  in  town,  repair  to  the  .place  of 
the  fire  with  their  respective  engines,  hose,  hook  and  ladder 
carriages,  and  other  apparatus,  in  as  orderly  a  manner  as  may  be, 
according  to  the  directions,  if  any  be  given,  of  the  Board  of  En- 
gineers, and  exert  themselves,  in  the  most  orderly  and  efficient 
manner  possible,  in  working  and  managing  the  said  apparatus,  and 
performing  any  duty  that  they  may  be  called  upon  to  do  by  any  En- 
gineer ;  and  upon  the  order  of  the  Chief  or  other  Engineer  they 
shall  return  said  apparatus,  in  an  orderly  and  quiet  manner,  to 
their  respective  places  of  deposit ;  provided,  that  in  the  absence  of 
all  the  Engineers,  such  direction  may  be  given  by  the  respective 
Foremen. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  all  the  Engineers,  the  Foreman  of  each  en- 
gine shall  direct  the  placing  of  his  engine  at  a  suitable  place  to  ob- 
tain a  supply  of  water,  and  have  charge  and  direction  of  the  hose 
and  hosemen ;  and  the  foremen  of  each  hose  company  or  hook  and 
ladder  company  shall  have  charge  of  the  apparatus  belonging  to 
his  company,  and  the  direction  thereof.  The  foreman  of  every 
company  shall  preserve  order  and  discipline,  at  all  times,  among 
the  members  of  his  company  under  him,  and  require  of  them  and 
enforce  a  strict  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  and  orders  of  the  Engineers. 

3.  In  the  absence  of  the  foreman  of  any  company  the  assistant 
foreman,  if  there  be  one,  otherwise  the  senior  hoseman  or  hook 
and  ladder  man  in  service  present,  connectedjwith  the  same  com- 
pany, shall  perform  the  duties  of  foreman. 

Dangerous  Places.  —  The  Engineers  shall  inquire  for,  and 
examine  into,  all  shops  and  other  places  where  shavings  and  other 
such  combustible  materials  are  collected  or  deposited,  and  report 
to  the  full  Board ;  and  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  any  two  of 
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them,  the  same  may  endanger  the  safety  of  the  town  from  fires , 
they  shall  dh-ect  the  tenant  or  occupant  of  said  shops  or  other 
places  to  remove  such  shavings  or  other  combustible  materials; 
and  in  case  of  such  tenant's  or  occupant's  neglect  or  refusal  so  to 
do,  they  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  such 
tenant  or  occupant,  and  such  expense  may  be  recovered  of  such 
tenant  or  occupant  in  an  action  of  contract. 

Defective  Chimneys. — 1.  The  Board  of  Engineers ,  upon  com- 
plaint made  to  them,  or  upon  their  knowledge  and  view  of  any  de- 
fective chimney  or  fireplace  within  the  town,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  take  efiectual  care  that  the  same  be  examined  and  inspect- 
ed ;  and  when  in  their  opinion  the  safety  of  the  town  requires 
it,  shall  order  the  s  ame  to  be  immediately  amended,  or  repairs  if 
the  same  can  be  properly  done,  otherwise  to  be  taken  down  and 
demolished.  And  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  defective  chim- 
ney or  fireplace  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  amend,  repair 
or  take  down  the  same,  after  having  been  served  with  an  order  in 
writing  from  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  amend,  repair,  or  take 
down  the  said  defective  chimney  or  fireplace  (as  the  case  may  be) , 
duly  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Engineers  shall  cause 
prosecution  to  be  instituted,  as  provided  for  by  the  statutes. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  set  fire  to  and  burn  his 
chimney,  stove-pipe,  or  flue  between  sunrise  and  noon,  if  the  build- 
ings contiguous  are  wet  with  rain  or  covered  with  snow,  but  at  no 
other  time.
